HOW WASHINGTON WAS SAVED. 
Some decidedly interesting historical 


facts were related this week by James 
Haddon, of Cniontown, Pu,, while he was 
on a visit to his brother, Thomas Bad- 
don, 
mtar hero. Probably tbe most fas- 


cinating story he tolri from liis original 
searches had as its principal characters, 
Washington, General Braddock, and a 
Virignia hunter, Tom Fausett. Mr, Had- 
don claims that Fausett, one of Brad- 
doiik's own Provincial soldiers, shot the 
English General in a battle with the 
French and Indians, near Braddock, Pa., 
instead of the Englishman having been 
killed by the enemy in tbe battle as most 
historians claim, "In this battle In Jnly, 
1755," says Mr. Haddon, "Braddock tried 
to make his regulars and the Provincials 
fight the French and Indians In the open, 
and when they refused to he struck them 
down with his sword. This action and 
hl« stubbornness In continuing his insane 
method of fighting so wrought up Tom 
Ftiusfltt, who had seen his own brother 
strnok down, that be shot Bnsddock so 
fatally that he died later at Port Neces- 
sity. Fausett never denied tbe murder 
and it is corroborated by soldiers in tbe 
battle. He claimed lie did it to prevent 
a general slaughter of tbe soldiers. Later 
in 1812 be pointed out the spot of Brad- 
dook'a.burial which had boon lost. I be- 
lievo we owe Tom Fausett a great deal, if 
it had not been for Braddook's murder, 
which resulted in a retreat, Washington 
would surely hnve been (tilled, and this 
country would have lost its greatest Presi- 
dent. 
If it bad not been for Fausett we 


would never hnve known tlie site of Brad- 
dock's grave, which wai neglected until 
1864 
when a Plttsburg editor had a rail- 


ing built around it. Fanselt lived to be 
109 years of age."

Nobody loves a coward and everybody 


hates a hypocrite, so I'm going to tell yon 
some plain truths. 
I'm improving some. 


Bight after my election a saloon beeper 
«»id I wasn't rjrto be n judge anywhere 
except in Hydo Park, because I never 
drank a glass ot beer in my life. 
NowJ 


have advanced to such a stage that I not 
only am considered fit to sit ou saloon 
keepers' cases, but you invite me here to 
tell you bow to ran your business. A great 
many persons arc- prejudiced - against the 
liquor business. I confess I'm one ot 
them. 1 came by it honestly. My father 
was a preacher, and be taught me tbe 
evils of liquor. When I went on the 
bench I tried to put that prejudice away, 
because I realized that anyone with a pre- 
judice against any calling or class of cit- 
izens, was unGt to sit on the bench.

Ton have large property interests. You 


have children who are attending the pub- 
lic schools as my children are. Whether 
they will obey or defy the law depends on 
the example you set before them. 


In your business, gentlemen, you are 


dealing with edged tools. 
There may be 


those who can drink without barm to 
themselves, bnt there are many who by 
their appetite for drink, ^bring untold 
misery to themselves or their families,

There are 10,000 employees of the 


Seas, Roebuck £ Company establishment, 
and each one ot them is a total abaMner. 


It all came about in this wise: For 


years Mr. Sears had maintained a rule in 
the store that none of the emplosces 
should drink intoxicants during buailleEa 
houra. If an employee was known to be 
guilty of drinking during bnaiueaa hours, 
be waa first admonished, and if that 
failed of the desired result he was dis- 
charged. This means nf dealing with the 
question waa too mild for the -aggressive 
believers in temperance among the work- 
ers in the store. They advocated tbe 
plan of demanding t-bat the employees 
not only abstain from intoxicants during 
business hours, but that they abatain dur- 
ing other times, and that any employee 
of the^buBiness who was found in a aaloon 
within eight blocks of tbe store for anj 
purpose be discharged.

to be established in every dicoeso to pass 
upon the publications whioh the -ulorgy 
aad faithful shall bo permitted t&read. 


Filth—The encyclical of the lat« Pope 


Loo XIII prohibiting the clerey from as- 
suming the direction of publication with- 
out the bishop's pennfssioo, and provid- 
ing fur supervision of the wofk of eoclcsi- 
asticttl writers, is confirmed. 


Sixth—KcclcHluslical congresses, except 


on rare occ'usloos, are prohibited. 


Seventh—A council Is to be constituted 


in every dicoese to combat modern errors.

If yon 
own prqperty, keep it in a wholesome and 
proper condition. If,the surroundings are 
unhealthy or in a foul condition, try to 
provide a" remedy. 
These are some of 


the 
ways of .helping tbe poor without 


pauperizing them. 


But there aro" exceptional cases, there 


are certain poor people who have to be 
helped In a different way. The very 
aged bate to be provided for one of the 
abundance oF tb3 well-to-do. Tbe sick- 
and the feeble have to be succored 
by 


tbe well aud strong. The widows and 
children ha^e to ~be helped in many -ways. 
It is our duty to provide for many such 
cases 4n exceptional ways. 


One olusd demanding our support, and 


a very exceptional clans, has just come to 
our notice and we refer to the matter at 
this time, and in this column, because 
v,e think the people ol our town ought to 
know something about it. 


We refer to tho Interaction Sunshino 


Branch for the Blind, a nursery and 
kindergarten for blind babies, or blind 
children under eigbt years of age, situat- 
ed in Brooklyn. 
Here is a society which 


aims to do kindnesBos in the qnicksst and 
most effcotivo manner. It has grown in 
eleven years to a membership of 300,000 
and 3,000 branches, end Is always trying 
to spread the influence of the Society, 
notwithstanding many opportunities are 
lost because people either do not know of 
tile need or do not think. 


This Society was established to care 


for blind babies under the age of eight. 
Many cities tuid towns, some of them no 
lartrer than Bristol, care for blind child- 
ren, when they reach the age of eight 
yenis, but that IB too Into in their plti- 
ablo career. Before that time many of 
theso poor blind children die of blood 
poisoning from picking out their eyes, 
become crippled or paralyzed from sitting 
Oo their logs all day, or become feeble 
minded because of being left day after 
day in total darkness alone. 


Knowing all this,tho charitable Society 


under consideration takes children from 
any town or Slate, is long as it Is able to 
support them. And we are assured, Irom 
our knowledge of its beautiful home,skill- 
ed teachers aud efficients Board of Man- 
agers, of its vast usefulness to this class 
of suffering humanity. 


Such a work should appeal t'o every 


father and'inothec of a sesing child, but 
more especially to tho parents of blind 
children, who need no help. Or if there 
is a blind child in this borough under 
eight years of age, whose parents ure not 
able to give it a proper training for 
life's duties, we should help them 
to 


enter that child in this institution and 
then help thoiu to provide for its sup- 
port.

Remme of the Bathicu Transacted 


After the Gazette Went to Prest 


Last Week. 


Tho following aotiola taken from the 


Treoton Tlrnea possibly contains some 
information about Oooiin Gro»e which 
is not generally known.:

ius of a dozen square miles, they liave 
not seen its Hie. 
Nor have they found a 


spot where a few weeks oould be spent 
more profitably for those seeking pleasure 
outings than right here at Beal Harbor.

The 
homes of the summer residents here sur- 
pass in magnificence, number and at- 
tractiveness of situation— g«nerally front- 
ing on the bay or ocean with views of the 
mountains in the rear — any I have seen 
elsewhere. Nothing less than palatial 
would apply,r with the landscape garden- 
ing an especial fenure. For two solid 
hours we wefe-driven past just such-homes 
•s tbese. Citizens of all the large cities in 
the country being represented as owners. 
A vote was taken a short time since 
whether antomobilea shonld be allowed 
on the island. Thero were 546 votes cast, 
almost unanimously against the proposi- 
tion. Ninety were owners of autos and 
but three of tbese voted In its tavor. The 
general veraiot is that the fine roads that 
abonnd here, wduld be mined for driving 
and tbat the grades and curves would 
make, it dangerous.

In the Fourteenth Century It Swept the 


Whole of Europe, Killing 25,000,000 
In Three Years—TKe Pestilence 
London. 
The plague or pestilence, that myste- 


rious and fearful visitation which has 
moved its hosts iu the wake of armies 
to slay more than war itself, is sup- 
posed to have first originated among 
the dense masses of people who crowd- 
ed together in the great cities of Asia 
aud Egypt or who formed the encamp< 
ments of Xerxes, Cyrus and Tamer- 
lane, the Tartar It probably sprang 
from the impurity which must have 
existed in the midst of such i ast gath- 
erings and in part also from leaving 
the unburled dead upon the field of 
battle. At any rate, the germs of this 
fearful 
human poison have always 


been most active where conditions 
similar to those have prevailed. It 
has always been war and the march oi! 
armies that have spread it broadcast 
over tho world from time to time, and 
as war became less frequent and 
worldwide the frequency and extent 
of these ravages have lessened also. 


The first recorded outbreak of the 


plague in Europe occurred in the six- 
teenth century. It came from lower 
Egypt. This was tbe first lapping of 
the wave that reached into the east 
again, there to stay its movements, BO 
for as the west was concerned, until 
544 A. D., when the returning legions 
of the Emperor Justinian brought it 
ogain into the western world from the 
battlefields of Persia. Constantinople 
was the first place it attacked. Here 
in a single day as" many as 10,000 per- 
sons are said to have fallen victims to 
it. But the plague did not stop with 
Constantinople. It had found a too 
congenial soil in Europe, which was 
little else than one great battlefield at 
the time. It was carried Into Gaul, 
where it followed close In the wake of 
the Frankish armies, and from (Jaul 
it moved into Italy, with the Lom- 
bards, and so devastated the country 
as to leave it entirely at the mercy 
of the Invaders. 


The various crusades, which extend- 


ed over a space of about 200 years, no 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
.n Europe, for they served to keep 
open the channels of intercourse be- 
tween the east and the west. Periodic 
epidemics were common during their 
continuance, and these seem to have 
culmlnated''in the fourteenth century" 
with what is known In history as the 
black death. The black death was 
more fatal to human life than any 
other single cause since the world be- 
gan. The havoc of war was nothing 
In comparison to It It swept the 
whole of Europe, leaving in its path 
such misery and destitution as the 
world had never known. It killed in 
three years some 25,000,000 people. 
Such figures stagger the comprehen- 
sion, but the records of the time can- 
not be doubted. The entire population 
of Europe is estimated to have been 
about 100,000,00l>, kept down as it was 
by tbe constant warfare, and of these 
at least a fourth perished. 


The ravages of the plague In Italy, 


where It came iu the track of the war 
of the Guelphs and Qhibelllnes, was 
particularly disautrous to mankind. It 
raged with terrible fury In Naples, 
where 60,000 persons are said to havo 
died. It fell upon Pisa, and seven out 
of every ten perished. It utterly and 
forever destroyed the prosperity of 
Siena. Florence also suffered severely, 
while 100,000 of the Inhabitants of 
Venice were literally wiped oft the 
face of the earth. From Italy It moved 
into France, where the mortality was 
almost ns great In Paris alone 50,000 
people died from it. One of the worst 
features presented by the history of 
the black death was the cruel persecu- 
tion it aroused against tho Jews. They 
were supposed to have infected the air 
in some mysterious manner, and they 
were accused of having poisoned the 
wells nnd springs. In Strassaurg 2,000 
of them were burled alive in their own 
burial ground

Have the Power of Spouting 


Blood From the Eyes. 


That certain lizards have the power 


to emit a stream of blood from their 
eyes has been a tradition of the south- 
west from time out of mind, but many 
scientists have classed It with tbe jew- 
el in the toad's hoad and the hoop 
enake. Raymond Lee Ditmars, curator 
of reptiles in the New York Zoological 
toeiety, made exhaustive research to 
ascertain what foundation in fact If 
any, thpre is In the tradition of the 
blood RpouUng lUnrds. He had nearly 
made up his mind that it was purely 
mythical when he came upon a star- 
tling demonstration of its truth. He 
had received a particularly fine speci- 
men of the Mexican horned lizard and 
after photographing it proceeded to 
measure It. The result he tells in his 
"neptileBook." 


"Tho latter process," he says, "seem- 


ed to greatly excite the creature. It 
finally threw the head slightly up- 
ward, the neck became rigid, the eyes 
bulged from the sockets, when there 
was a distinct sound like that pro- 
duced If 
one pressed 
the tongue 


against the roof of the mouth and 
forced a small quantity of ah- forward. 
This rasping sound, consuming but the 
fraction of a second, was accompanied 
by a Jet of blood at great pressure. 


"It hit the wall four feet away at 


the same level as that of the reptile. 
The duiatiou of the flow of blood ap- 
peared to be about one and n half 
seconds, and toward its termination 
the force gradually diminished, as 
noted by a course of drop^ down the 
wall and along the floor to a position 
almost under tbe spot where the rep- 
tile had been held. The stream of 
blood seemed to be as fine as horse- 
hair and to Issue from the eyelid, 
which was momentarily much swollen. 


"For 
some time fitter the perform- 


ance the eyes were tightly closed, and 
nothing could Induce the lizard to open 
them. Within two minutes after it 
was placed on the ground the protrud- 
ing aspect of tbe eyeballs and the 
swelling of the eyelids had disap- 
peared. 


"Most surprising was the amount of 


blood expended. The wall and floor 
showed a course of thicldyTSprinkled 
spots about one -eighth of an inch in 
diameter. There were -103 of these 
spots."— Philadelphia North American.

PRIMITIVE ANCHORS.

(o London the plague went with them 
to work its havoc there. As long as II 
lasted the mortality was- as great as 
that caused by the black death half a 
ceutfiry before. Five thousand people 
died in five weeks, and then the plague 
left London as suddenly as It had ap- 
peared there to sweep over the rest of 
England. 


In Scotland the plague of 1568 came 


Immediately after the Battle of Lang- 
side, when Queen Mary wan dethron- 
ed, but no records of the mortality It 
occasioned seem to have been pre- 
served. The plague visited London In 
1875. This followed after the cirll war 
whlc*, ended with tha death of Charles 
II., but so many years Intervened that 
It Is Impossible to trace any connection 
between the two events.. In modern 
wars danger from the plague Beejna 
gradually to have •lessened perhaps as 
a result of better sanitary conditions 
maintained by the Annies of'today.

Stones and Wooden Tubes Filled With 


Lead First Used. 


There appear to be two ideas which 


have led up to the Invention of the 
modern anchor—first, that of attach- 
ing the vessel by means of a rope 
or chain to a weight sufficiently heavy 
to keep the vessel from moving when 
the weight has sunk to the bottom of 
the sea, and, second, that of using a 
hook instead of or in addition to the 
weight, so as to catch in the bottom. 
Tlie English word anchor is practical- 
ly tho same as the Latin ancora and 
the Greek angkura, meaning "that 
which has an angle," from the root 
ank, bent 


The earliest anchors made on the 


hook principle probably only had one 
fluke instead of two. In the "Sussex 
Archaeil, Coll." there is an illustration 
of what has been surmised to be an 
anchor made out of the natural forked 
branch of a tree. It was found with 
an ancient British canoe at Burpham, 
Susses. There is in the British muse- 
um an interesting leaden anchor with 
two flukes bearing a Greek Inscrip- 
tion. Its date is about BO B. C, and It 
was found off the coast of Cyrene. 


The invention of the anchor with 


two flakes is attributed -b'y Pausanius 
to Midas, by Pliny to Eupalamas and 
by Stvabo to Anacharsts. 
Dlodorus 


Sleulus states that the first anchors 
were woodon tubes filled with lead, 
while another classical writer says 
that before the introduction of metal 
anchors lamps of stone with a hole 
throusch the middle for the attach- 
ment of the cable were used. 


The form of the anchors used by 


the'Greeks and Romans is well known 
from representations on Trajan's col- 
umn and in tne catacombs at Rome 
as an early Christian symbol. This 
form docs not seem to have changed 
materially for quite a thousand years, 
as Is shown by the Bayeux tapestry. 


tacbed the ropes by means of which the 
rudder Is controlled. The backing Is the 
blade part of the rudder. 


By far the greater strain comes on 


tlie stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it Is held. The 
stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand .tlie strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the dimensions of a small oak, some- 
thing that a man can pin his faith to, 
if he can nave faith in any wood, while 
the backing or blade is, like many mod- 
ern wooden masts, built up. It would 
bo difficult If not impossible to find 
trees that would yield planks big 
enough for the purpose in n single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily 
be made of ample strength to with- 
stand any strain that will be brought 
upon It. 


As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 


oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, tbe head 
may split and so make the stalk use- 
less. Then the rudder Is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. 
A suitable 


stick Is selected nnd worked down to 
the proper size and form, and very 
probably the old backing Is attached to 
it. The life of a rudder stalk would 
probably be twelve to fourteen years. 
The backing might last as long as the 
ship.—New York Sun.
